I he spark of life went out at l l il5 a. in. after more than 15 
hours of unconsciousness.

Ill health of the last four years was described as the cause 
of death by Dr. Grayson who said the direct cause was an attack 
of indigestion which developed Thursday night. 
His arteries 
weakened and finally his heart stopped from utter exhaustion. 
Mr. W ilson was ready. 
The war p r u d e n t knew before his 
last unconsciousness that the end wa* 
at hand and told those about him 
that he wa* piepared to meet hi* 
Maker. 
When the end came, Dr. Grayson, 
Clone friend and personal physician 
to the war president during and ainee 
his residence at the White House, 
gave out the following statement: 
“ Mr. Wilson died at l l : lf, o'clock. 
Ilia heart action became feebler and 
feebler and hla heart muscle* were so 
exhausted they refused to act any 
longer.

Mrs. Wilson at His Side 
At the home on “8" street Wilson 
was nursed back to partial 
health 
and for the last two years has been 
active again, but only iii a small de­ 
gree compared with his former ener­ 
gy. 
Almost every day until 
last 
week he was daily on the boulevards 
of Washington and tile country roads 
about in his automobile. 
Always at 
bis side was Mrs. Wilson. 
Early last weke the war president 
ceased his daily rides. 
Those who 
were used to seeing him on his fav­ 
orite highways missed him. 
Thursday night Dr. Grayson 
was 
hurriedly summoned from

to be in attendance at his bedside. 
The president was dangerously ill. 

Ruffin 
were called in consultation and it 
was announced that Mr. Wilson was 
in a very serious condition.

he victorious when the United States 
was forced into the conflict. 
At the conclusion of the war. Mr. 
Wilson went to France and with the 
sole purpose in his heart and mind 
of bringing the great nations of the 
world together in spirit and purpose 
that there would he no more war. 
The nations agreed, 
Th** league 
of nations was formed and those who 
subscribed to the protocol returned 
to their home land to secure ratifica­ 
tion by their peoples. 
In France Mr. Wilson contracted 
influenza. 
When he sailed for Am­ 
erica he had hardly recovered from 
the effect. 
His strength was lagging, hut his 
zeal for the purpose of the league he 
fostered still remained and he began 
a tour of the United States to pro­ 
pound the principles which 
it 
in­ 
volved. 
He went westward to th*- Pacific 
coast, stopping at all th*- larger cities 
on the way. 
Returning he began to 


l o s e vigor. 
The strain of th*- cam­ 
paign was too much for him. 
In Kansas City lie was 
stricken 
and taken back to the White House 
on a cot. 
Not only had ii*- broken, 
but for the time at least his cause 
was lost. 
The country refused to sustain the 
president an*! *li*l not enter the Lea­ 
gue of Nations. 
Heart Deeply Wounded 
It was this as mu* Ii ar anything 
that prevented the compte!* recovery 
of Mr. Wilson. 
His heart wa* too 
deeply wounded to revlv* from the 
physical afflictions which came upon 
birn. 
As death came into th** chamber 
where he had lain so long on a bed 
the exact replica of the on*- in which 
Abraham Lincoln slept at the White 
House, his faithful negro servant was 
at the door; Mrs. Wilson sat on the 
side of her husband's bed tenderly 
holding the thin white hand of her 
dying husband. 
There was a flutter 
of his eyelids, an almost impercep­ 
tible twitching of the nostrils and 
the soul of the man passed on. 
Nearby, Dr. Grayson, who had felt 
the last flutter of the pulse, stood as 
one stricken.

T hursday n ig h t Dr. Grayson 
was 
hurriedly summoned from

to be in a tten d a n ce at his bedside. 
The president was dangerously ill. 
Drs. Fowler and Sterling G. Ruffin 
were called in consultation and it 
was announced th at Mr. Wilson was 
in a very serious condition. 


No Hope, Doctors Said Friday 
By noon F rid a y the three doctors 
had agreed and announced th a t the 
end was n ea r— only 
a

away. 
T here was no hope, they 
said. 
Thousands of telegrams, 
letters 
and cables came to the Wilson home. 
They were messages of sym pathy for 
Mrs. Wilson who has been in defa tig­ 
ably her h u s b a n d ’s companion and 
nurse since his illness. 
As Mr. Wilson passed out of this 
life thousands thro u g h o u t the coun 
try uttered prayers for the safe keep 
ing of his soul. 


Prayers Offered For Him 
It was the hour of church service 
throughout the east and 
midwest. 
The whole nation knew that its war 
chief, v^as dying. 
In most Ynid-west churches, 
the 
news came while 
church 
services 
were in progress that Mr. 
Wilson 
had passed on. 
These services were 
turned into memorials to the 
man 
who piloted the United States through 
the world war and gave his life to 
the cause for which it was fought— 
world peace. 
In his fervor for 
a 
permanent 
league to abolish war— the League 
of Nations— Mr. 
'Wilson 
collapsed 
while on a tour of the weet advocat­ 
ing the league. 
He returned 
to 


That was the theme of Mr. Wil­ 
son's life and hope. 
He struggled 
to keep the United States from be­ 
coming involved in the world war 
and struggled the harder that tile 
cause of liberty and justice might 
be victorious when the United States 
was forced into the conflict. 
At the conclusion of the war. Mr. 
Wilson went to France and with the 
sole purpose in his heart and mind 
of bringing the great nations of the 
world together in spirit and purpose 
that there would be no more war. 
The nations agreed. 
The league 
of nations was formed and those who 
subscribed to the protocol returned 
to their home land to secure ratifica­ 
tion by their peoples. 
In France Mr. Wilson contracted 
influenza. 
W he n he sailed for Am­ 
erica he had hardly recovered from 
the effect. 
His strength was lagging, but his 
zeal for the purpose of the league he 
fostered still remained and he began 
a tour of the United States to pro­ 
pound the principles which 
it 
in­ 
volved. 
He went westward to the Pacific 
coast, stopping at all the larger cities 
on the way. 
R e tu rn in g he began to 
lose vigor. 
The strain of the ca m ­ 
paign was too much for him. 
In Kansas City he was 
stricken 
and taken back to the White House 
on a cot. 
Not only had he broken, 
hut for the time af least his cause 
was lost. 
The country refused to sustain the 
president and did not enter the Lea­ 
gue of Nations. 
Heart Deeply Wounded 
It was this as much a« anyth in g 
that prevented the' complete recovery 
of Mr. Wilson. 
His heart was too 
deeply wounded to r e v i v e from the 
physical afflictions which came upon 
him. 
Aa death came info the chamber 
where he had lain so long on a bed 
the exact replica of the one in which 
Abraham Lincoln slept at the White 
House, his faithful negro servant was 
at the door: Mrs. Wilson sat on the 
side of her husband's bed tenderly 
holding the th in white hand of her 
dying husband. 
There was a flutter 
of his eyelids, an almost impercep­ 
tible tw itching of the nostrils and 
the soul of the man passed on. 
Nearby, Dr. Grayson, who had felt 
the last flutter of the pulse, stood as 
one stricken. 
Tears coursed down 
his cheeks and he shuddered as he 
wrote his last professional word of 
the man who had been so much to 
him during the last fifteen years.

death of Woodrow Wilson follows; 
“The death of Woodrow Wilson, president of the United States 
from March 4. 1313, to March 4. 1321, which occurred at ll 15 o’clock 
today at his home af Washington, District of Columbia, deprives the 
country of a most distinguished citizen, and is an event which causes 
u n i v e r s a l and genuine sorrow. To many of us, it brings the sense of a 
profound personal bereavement, 
“ His early profession as u lawyer was abandoned to enter aca­ 
demic life 
In thin chosen field he attained the highest rank as an 
educator, and ha* left his impress upon the Intellectual thought of 
the country. 
From the presidency of Princeton university he was 
called bv hi 
fellow citizens to he the chief executive of the state of 
New Jersey. 
The duties of this high office he so conducted as to win 
the confidence of the people of the United States, who twice elected 
him to the chief magistracy of the republic. As president of the United 
States he was moved by an e a r n e s t desire to promote the hest interests 
of the country as he conceived them. 
His acts were prompted by high 
motives and his sincerity of purpose cannot he questioned. 
He led the 
nation through the terrine struggle of the World war with a lofty 
idealism which never failed him. 
He gave utterance to the aspiration 
of humanity with an eloquence which held the attention of all the 
earth and made America a new and enlarged influence in the destiny 
of mankind. 
“In testimony of the respect in which his memory is held by the 
government and the people of the United States, I do hereby direct that 
the flags of the White House and of the several departmental buildings 
he displayed at balfmast for a period of 30 days, and that suitable mili­ 
tary and naval honors under orders of the secretary of war and of the 
secretary of the navy, may he rendered on the day of the funeral.”

H ere he seems to have moulded 
those peculiar trails of personality 
thai afterw ards set him apart as an 
individual, as President of Princeton 
University, Governor of New Jersey 
and President of the United States. 
W ilson’s urge to self-expression first 
took a literary bent,

and articles, mostly devoted to po­ 
litical 
and 
hum anitarian 
subjects.

Completing the law course at Vir­ 
ginia Wil-on hung out his shingle in 
Atlanta.

Jam es Bryce, then Ambassador from 
Great Britain, and collaborated with

The death of Woodrow Wilson r e ­ 
moves the dom inant world figure of [to the new p resid en ts broad demo­ 
d e decade from 1910 to 1920. Wilson critic views. 
After a stiff tilt with 
the decade from 
and Theodore Roosevelt will probably 
go Into history as the leading actors 
on history’s stage during the- genera­ 
tion in which they were the culm ina­ 
tion. 
/Only the m ature judgment of history 
rtin assign Wilson his certain place, 
lie lived and worked and ruled in the 
years that produced Kaise r W ilhelm, 
p o y d George, Clemenceuu, Kitchener 
and other men who occ upied whole 
Chapters in world history. He reached 
the world's summ it of applause d u r­ 
ing the P aris peace conference and 
his ebb, as broken in body and fame, 
but not in spirit, lie rode down P enn­ 
sylvania avenue through the sunshine 
of March 4, 1921, away from the White 
House, forever. 
Born of Btern, 
unbending 
Scotch 
Presbyterian stock, Wilson had muc h 
of the cold austerity of Scotland’s 
craigs. 
To him there were only two 
classes of men—those for him and 
those against him. 
He saw no middle- 
ground. 
F*-w outside of his imm e­ 
diate circle loved him, and he loved 
few. Millions admired him for his ad­ 
mitted strength of vision, idealism and 
Indomitable courage. 
Millions hated 
him for his intolerance to views other 
than his own and for the ruthlessness 
^iith which he swept aside opposition 
His was a lonely, self-controlled per­ 
sonality. 
Yet, with body broken and old age 
creeping fast upon him, his closest 
friends say he mourned that he could 
not awaken love In the hearts of the 
people for whom he felt he had done 
so much; for whom he had advanced 
his ideals and for whom he felt he 
had suffered something akin to m ar 
tyrdom. 
Desired Love 
W ilson’s political death softened the 
animosities of ruthless politics and the 
passing of the ex-president is today 
mourned by a nation that always had 
the highest respect for his deep learn­ 
ing. diligent search after truth and un 
swerving devotion to what he believed 
»ere the world’s ideals and which he 
Idopted as his own. 
In a .measure. Wilson was a self­ 
made man" His parentage was sturdy, 
but poor. 
His father was a Scotch 
Irish Presbyterian m inister; his m oth­ 
er, Jan et Wilson, the descendant of a 
family of Scotch Presbyterian m inis­ 
ters noted for their aggressiveness. 
Thomas Woodrow Wilson was born 
Dec. 28, 1856, in Staunton, Va., where 
his father was pastor. 
Two years la 
ter the family moved to Augusta, Ga 
w here Wilson spent most of his child 
hood. 
He was a norm al boy, played 


entrenched privilege as represented by 
the

Wilson 
gained a partial victory, but was never 
able to liberalize Old Nassau to his 
liking. 
Partly as a result of

As executive of New Jersey from 
1911 till he was nominated for P resi­ 
dent by the democratic national con­ 
vention, Baltimore, July 2, 1912, WU 
son amply dem onstrated the vigor and 
independence of his political aspira 
tions, and iii some measure manifested 
the personal aloofness that ch arac­ 
terised his later career. 
Woodrow Wilson took the oath of 
office as president on March 4, 1913 
after on*1 of the most sweeping tri 
urnphfi 
ever 
known 
in 
presidential 
lections. 
Factional war in the re ­ 
publican 
party gave him an over­ 
whelming majority of electoral votes 
and his party had a m ajority of five 
in the senate and held more than two- 
thirds of the seats in the lower house 
The Mexican Affair 
In March, 1915, Wilson authorized 
mobilization of troops on the border 
to deal with Villa, the Mexican in­ 
surgent. 
Mr. W ilson’s first wife died Aug. 6, 
1914. 
In the fall of 1915 the engagem ent 
ot the president to Mrs. Edith Bolling 
Galt, of Washington, daughter o f Wil­ 
liam H. Bolling, a prominent Virginia 
lawyer, wag announced. 
They were m arried In W ashington 
on Dec. 18, 1915. 
This was the third 
Wilson wedding in the White House, 
two of the president’s daughters hav­ 
ing been m arried there. 
Miss Jessie 
AVilson became the bride of F rancis 
Bowes Sayre on Nov. 25, 1913. 
Miss 
Eleanor Wilson was m arried to W il­ 
liam G. McAdoo, secretary 
of 
the 
treasury, In May, 1914. 
In the meantime, Wilson's noteB of 
w arning were unheeded by Germany 
and Austria, and on Feb. 3, shortly 
after he had first outlined in a m em ­ 
orable address to congress his plan 
for a league of nations, Wilson broke 
off diplomatic relations with Germany. 
This was in reply to the K aiser’s sub­ 
m arine warfare. 
On March 16, 1917, 
W ilton declared a stnte of “armed 
neutrality,” and a month later, April 
2, he demanded that congress declare 
war on Germany. 
From that day until the arm istice 
on Nov. l l , 1918, Wilson bent his en- 


between Pueblo, Colo., and Wichita. 
Hun., aud on orders of Admiral G ray­ 
son. his personal physician, he gave 
up his speaking trip. 
Cancelling his 
scheduled Wichita speech, the presi­ 
dent was rushed to the White House, 
where for nearly four months he was 
kept abed most of the time. 
The date of W ilson’s

power” after his illness probably will 
go down as Feb. 13, when It was re ­ 
vealed by correspondence given out 
at the White House he had accused 
Robert la n sin g , secretary of state, of 
attem pting to usurp the president's 
authority and had practically demand- 
d the secretary's resignation.

but denied his intentions in calling In­ 
formal cabinet m eetings during the 
president’s Illness was for superced­ 
ing the head of the government.

The death of Woodrow Wilson r e ­ 
moves the dominant world figure of 
the decade from 1910 to 1920. Wilson 
and Theodore Roosevelt will probably 
go into history as the leading actors 
on history’s stage during the genera­ 
tion in which they w ere the culm ina­ 
tion. 
✓Only the m ature judgment of history 
nan .assign Wilson his certain place 
H e lived and worked and ruled in the 
years that produced K aiser Wilhelm, 
JJoyd George, Clemen-ceau, Kitchener 
and other men who occupied whole 
chapters in world history. He reached 
the w orld’s sum m it of applause d u r­ 
ing the Paris peace conference and 
his ebb, as broken in body and fame, 
but not in spirit, he rode down P en n ­ 
sylvania avenue through the sunshine 
of March 4, 1921, away from the White 
House, forever. 
Born of stern, 
unbending 
Scotch 
Presbyterian stock, Wilson had much 
of the cold austerity of Scotland’s 
craigs. 
To him there were only two 
classes of men—those for him and 
those against him. 
He saw no middle 
ground. 
Few outside of his imme­ 
diate circle loved him, and he loved 
few. Millions adm ired him for his ad­ 
mitted strength of vision, idealism and 
Indomitable courage. 
Millions hated 
him for his intolerance to views other 
than his own and for the ruthlessness 
^vith which he swept aside opposition. 
His was a lonely, self-controlled per­ 
sonality. 
Yet, with body broken and old age 
creeping fast upon him, his closest 
friends say he mourned that he could 
not awaken love in the hearts of the 
people for whom he felt he had done 
so much; for whom he had advanced 
his ideals and for whom he felt he 
had suffered something akin to m ar­ 
tyrdom. 
Desired Love 
W ilson’s political death softened the 
animosities of ruthless politics and the 
passing of the ex-president is today 
m ourned by a nation that always had 
the highest respect for his deep learn­ 
ing, diligent search after truth and un­ 
swerving devotion to w hat he believed 
ere the w orld’s ideals and which he 
opted as his own. 
In a m easure, Wilson was a self­ 
made man" His parentage was sturdy, 
but poor. 
His father was a Scotc-h- 
Irish Presbyterian m inister; his m oth­ 
er, Janet Wilson, the descendant of a 
family of Scotch Presbyterian m inis­ 
ters noted for their aggressiveness. 
Thomas Woodrow Wilson was born 
Dec. 28, 1856. in Staunton, Va., where 
his father was pastor. 
Two years la­ 
ter the family moved to Augusta, Ga., 
where Wilson spent most of his child­ 
hood, 
He was a normal boy, played 
baseball on the corner lot, and refused 
to learn the alphabet until he was nine

His early tutors were his 
I father and mother. 
At seventeen Wilson began his scho- 
' In st ic career at Davidson College, and 
in 1875 he entered Princeton Univer­ 
sity. 
H ere he seems to have moulded 
those peculiar traits of personality 
that afterw ards set him apart as an 
individual, as President of Princeton 
University. Governor of New Jersey 
and President of the United States. 
Wilson’s urge to self-expression first 
took a literary bent. 
While a student 
at Princeton, and later while attend­ 
ing the University of 
Virginia 
law 
school, he wrote various pam phlets 
and articles, mostly devoted to po­ 
litical 
and 
hum anitarian 
subjects. 
Vague idealism combined 
with 
an 
amazing grasp of his subject mark his 
early 
writings. 
Perhaps 
the 
best 
known of his more m ature works is 
a “History of the American People." 
and “The New Freedom.” 
The lut 
ter book is regarded by critics as a 
m asterly presentation of liberal the­ 
ories of government and economics. 
Completing the law course at Vir 
ginia, Wilson hung out his shingle in 
Atlanta, Ga., but clients did not flock 
to the young attorney, and in 1883 he 
abandoned the bar and took 
up 
a 
course of special studies at Johns 
Hopkins University. 
H ere 
he 
met 
Jam es Bryce, then Ambassador from 
Great Britain, and collaborated with 
Bryce on his great work on the ‘'Am er­ 
ican 
Commonwealth.” 
Undoubtedly, 
Wilson was greatly influenced by the 
scholarly and Utopian Englishm an. 
In 1885 he m arried Helen Louise 
Axson of 
of his three daughters, Margaret, Je s­ 
sie and Eleanore. 
Wilson began his teaching career as 
professor 
of 
history 
and 
political 
economy at Bryn Mawr, which chair 
he filled for two years, going in 1888 
to Wesleyan University for a one-year 
stay as professor in the same sub­ 
jects. 
Went to Princeton 
Back at Princeton in 1890, as pro­ 
fessor of jurisprudence and politics, 
Wilson 
lectured 
to 
crowded 
class­ 
rooms, and in 1892 he was elected 
president of Princeton University. 
Princeton at. that time was the home 
of a large num ber of clubs composed 
entirely of the sons of rich men, creat­ 
ing a so-called artistocracy abhorrent 
to the new president’s broad demo­ 
cratic views. 
A fter a stiff tilt with 
entrenched privilege as represented by 
the 
gilded 
student 
youths, 
Wilson 
gained a partial victory, but was never 
able to liberalize Old Nassau to his 
liking. 
P artly as a result of 
this 
fight, 
which developed into conflict between 
Wilson and the board of trustees. Wil­ 
son resigned the presidency of Prince­ 
ton and accepted the dem ocratic nom­ 
ination for Governor of New Jersey. 
As executive of New Jersey from 
1911 till he was nominated for P resi­ 
dent by the dem ocratic national con­ 
vention, Baltimore, July 2, 1912, Wil­ 
son amply dem onstrated the vigor and 
independence of his political aspira­ 
tions. and in some m easure manifested 
the personal aloofness that ch arac­ 
terized his later career. 
Woodrow Wilson took the oath of 
office as president on March 4, 1913, 
after one of the most sweeping tri­ 
umphs 
ever 
known 
in 
presidential 
elections. 
Factional w ar in the re ­ 
publican 
party gave him an over­ 
whelming m ajority of electoral votes 
and his party had a majority of five 
in the senate and held more than two- 
thirds of the seats in the lower house. 
The Mexican Affair 
In March, 1915, Wilson authorized 
mobilization of troops on the border 
to deal with Villa, the Mexican in­ 
surgent. 
Mr. W ilson’s first wife died Aug. 6, 
1914. 
In the fall of 1915 the engagem ent 
of the president to Mrs. Edith Bolling 
Galt, of Washington, daughter o f WH

A mammoth lamp which is six feet 
high and two and one-half feet in di- 
inieter—a large man can stand erect 
within it as he cleans the globe— is 
the faithful beacon which illuminates 
the main entrance to the mansion.—
